SOVIET “PEACE” JUNKETS

Gen. Claire Lee Chennault, who was born in Commerce, Tex., graduated 
from Louisiana State Normal College, and Louisiana State University. 

In World War I he transferred from the infantry to the Aviation Corps. 
After retiring in 1937, he served for 4 years as adviser to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. In 1941 General Chennault was recalled to active 
duty. During World War II he organized and commanded the China air 
task force and activated the 14th Air Force. Upon retirement in 1945 
he organized CNRRA Air Transport, now known as the Civil Air Trans¬ 
port. Today he is chairman of the board. 

We have heard a great deal during the past year of a change in Com¬ 
munist international policy. The leaders of the Communist Party in 
Russia, spearheaded by Bulganin and Khrushchev, have denounced in 
the most bitter terms their long-time Communist idol, Stalin. Fur¬ 
ther, during the year Bulganin and'Khrushchev made numerous good¬ 
will visits to both Communist and non-Communist countries. They 
have loudly proclaimed a new era in Communist relations with the 
rest of the world—an era of peace, friendship, and exchange of goods 
and peoples. They have announced a considerable reduction in their 
armed forces, principally in the army, and have invited all other 
nations to follow their example. 

Many leaders of the Western World and some Oriental leaders have 
joyously accepted these events and statements by the Russian leaders 
as positive proof of a fundamental change in Communist world pol¬ 
icy—as a sincere attempt by the Russian leaders to make “peaceful 
co-existence” not only possible but pleasant and profitable. Before 
you accept any such conclusion* I urge you to give more thought and 
study to the Russian statements. 

Stalin was not denounced for the numerous things he did between 
the end of World War II and his death, but for the fact that he ruled 
Russia and the Communist world as a dictator and because he refused 
to share power with his comrades. Not a single word of condemnation 
has been uttered, or ever will be uttered by Russian Communists, for 
the arming and support of the Red Chinese in their conquest of China 
and their slaughter of tens of millions of Chinese. Or for the arming 
and support of the North Koreans in their attempted conquest and ac¬ 
tual division of Korea. This action drew us into a war that cost us 
150,000 casualties and the Koreans more than 2 million dead. Or for 
bluffing the United States and the allied United Nations forces into a 
shameful armistice which leaves the Koreans a divided, tense, and 
unhappy people. Or for the seeds of discord and strife which he 
planted in North Africa and in the Middle East. Or for his support 
of Ho Chih-min in his conquest of North Indochina and his creation 
of the Communist state of Vietminh. No, Stalin was not criticized 
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for the wars he provoked in vastly extending the Communist World 
Empire—nor for the millions of people who suffered and died in those 
wars. He was denounced merely because he alone made all the deci¬ 
sions and for his refusal to share authority and power. 

Now let us examine the goodwill tours and offers of friendship and 
trade staged by Bulganin and Khrushchev. Wherever they visited— 
Pakistan, India, Burma, Bed China—they studiously sowed seeds of 
discord and stirred up old hatreds. Many non-Communist leaders 
were shocked by the crudeness and vindictiveness of Bulgy’s and 
Khruschy’s statements and actions. It is hardly necessary to point 
out that the free trade mentioned so often and so glibly by the Bulgy- 
Khruschy team has not developed on the basis expected. Russia is 
buying nothing except the things she needs to maintain and support 
her political and military machines. 

It is also extremely significant to note that despite their oft repeated 
protestations of peace, goodwill and friendship for all peoples and 
despite their denunciation of Stalin, neither Bulganin nor Khrush¬ 
chev—nor any other current Russian leader—has ever intimated that 
Russia’s longstanding plan for world conquest by communism has been 
abandoned or modified in the slightest detail. The plan still remains 
as the permanent number one objective of Russia and Communists 
everywhere.
